ly th at the Charleston would never ‘ 
take the Itata until the Esm eralda was 
sunk. 
Remy replied th at his orders 
were to take the Itata. and it would 
make no difference w hether the Es­ 
m eralda was in Acapulco or not.

Citizens whose houses were not de* 
stroked promptly cam e to the relief of 
the u n fo rtu n a te s, and all found shelter. 
Fire started at 6:JO o'clock in the 
Lankaw ell hotel barns, just off Bine 
street, from som e unknown cause, and, 
aided bv a strong wind, sw ept away 
ten blocks u p -Pine street, one of the 
chief business 
streets of 
the city. 
Then, by a sudden shift in the wind, 
the f la m e s were driven toward Ter­ 
race avenue, one of the finest residence 
streets iii the city, where they de­ 
stroyed many houses. 
Bv ti o'clock fire 
had reached tile south.-rn district of 
the city. 
where 
there was

There will, however, be a 
thorough investigation of w hat has 
been going on. 
Before he w ent to St. 
Louis Secretary Noble had ordered the 
dismissal of several of the persons who 
were shown to be in collusion w ith 
young Raum in getting appointm ents 
and promotions. But the possibility th a t 
there may have been a regular system 
of farm ing out of patronage will call 
for a searching inquiry to determ ine 
w hether other employes have ln*en im­ 
plicated. 
T hat abuses have grow n up 
no one doubts. 
The civil service com­ 
mission, whose rules were evaded, w ill 
also seek to bring about a reform .

STARS. 


A T R A P F O R R E P U B L I C A N F A R M E R S . 
It is probable that many 
Rock 
county farmers have not yet seen the 
clever little digest of the political 
situation that is going the rounds of 
the democratic papers. 
It reads as a 
very matter of fact Washington dis­ 
patch, but clearly contains between 
the lines a hint to the democrats 
everywhere to foster the Farmers Alli­ 
ance movement in every locality as far 
as possible, as the necessary means of 
electing the next democratic national 
ticket.

H ow "C am bridge T im e" Is Secured iii 
the O bservatory at H arvard. 
No timepiece is perfect, and there 
wet no means on earth of keeping per­ 
fect time. 
The stars, however, furnish 
the necessary means. 
At the observa­ 
tory in Cambridge there tire two prin­ 
cipal clocks employed in keeping the 
standard 
time—tin* 
standard 
mean 
time clock, which telegraphs its signals 
over the surrounding country, and the 
normal sidereal clock, which is the 
main standard of the observatory, to 
which everything is referred. 
The si­ 
dereal clock, as its name implies, keeps 
sidereal or star time. which gains about 
three minutes and fifty-eight seconds 
per day over mean solar time, with 
which we areal! familiar. 
The clock is of the finest workman­ 
ship and Is kept in a brick vault, un­ 
derneath the observatory, where the 
temperature is as nearly constant as 
possible. 
Every effort is made to protect it 
from any influence which might affect 
its “rate,” or, in other words, 
the 
amount of its gain or loss per day. 
This is necessary in order that the “rate” 
may be depended upon to give the cor 
rect time during sjiellsof cloudy weath 
er, when no observations can be made. 
On every clear morning the error of 
this clock is carefully determined by 
observing certain bright stars with an 
instrument known as the 
meridian 
circle. 
This instrument consists of a telescope 
mounted on trunnions like a cannon 
and supported by a pier of solid ma­ 
sonry. 
It is so arranged tliat it can be 
directed toward any point on the me­ 
ridian, but cannot be pointed away from 
the meridian line. 
On looking into the 
eyepiece of this telescope one sees a 
series of fine parallel lines running 
north and south across the field of 
view, 
the middle line marking the 
meridian. 
When a time observation is to be 
made the observer first selects a suit­ 
able star from a printed shir list, which 
gives the exact time at which each of 
the principal st«*rs crosses the meridian. 
He then sets the telescope at the proper 
point on the meridian to intercept the 
star, and putting his eye to the eye­ 
piece, waits for the star to appear. 
As the star crosses each of the lines 
before mentioned lie presses an electric 
key which he holds in his hand. 
The 
signals thus given are recorded elec 
trically an a registering instrument 
called a chronograph, on which are also 
being recorded tile seconds of the sid 
ereal clock. 
The chronograph consists 
of a cylinder made to revolve by clock­ 
work at the rate of about once a min­ 
ute. 
A paper, wrapped around this cylin­ 
der, receives the record traced by a pen, 
which is connected by an electro mag­ 
net in such a manner that any signal, 
made either by tho operator or tile 
clock, causes the pen to make a mark 
on the paper. 
By examining this paper the observer 
is able to tell within a tenth of a sec­ 
ond the time which the normal clock 
indicated when the star crossed the me­ 
ridian. 
Comparing this with the time taken 
from the star list shows tile error of the 
clock. 
A comparison is then made be­ 
tween the sidereal and mean time 
clocks, which, after allowing for the 
difference between mean and sidereal

“ I GO A FIS H IN G .” 
“I go ft-Hailing,” cried Simon Peter 
to his comrades, and the most of the 
a jostles had hands hard from fishing 
tickle. The fisheries of the world have 
always attracted attention. 
In the 
Third century the queen of Egypt had 
for pin money four hundred and seven­ 
ty thousand dollars received from the 
fisheries of Like Moeris. 
And if the 
time should ever come when the im­ 
mensity of the world’s population could 
not be fed by the vegetables and meats 
of the land, the sea has an amount of 
animal Life that would feed all the pop 
alations of the earth and fatten them 
with a food that by its phosphorus 
would make a generation brainy and 
intellectual beyond anything that the 
world has ever imagined. 
My text takes us among the Galilean 
fishermen. 
One day Walter Scott, 
while hunting in an old drawer, found 
among some old fishing tackle the 
manuscript of 
his immortal 
book 
j “Waverley,” which lie had put away 
there as of no worth, and who knows 
but that today we may find some un­ 
known wealth of thought while look- 
| ing at the fishing tackle in the text. 
•J 
It is not a good day for fishing, and 
three men are in the boat repairing tile 
broken fishing nets. 
If you are fishing 
with a hook and line, and the fish will 
w isconsin. not bite, it is a good time to put the 
___________ angler's apparatus into better condi­ 
tion. 
Perhaps the last fish you hauled 
in was so large that something snapped; 
or. if you were fishing with a net, there 
was a mighty floundering of the scales, 
or an exposed nail on the side of the 
boat which broke some of the threads 
and let part or all of the captives of 
the deep escape into their natural ele 
ment. 
And hardly anything is more provok­ 
ing than to nearly land a score or a 
hundred of trophies from the deep, and 
when you are in the full glee of haul 
ing in tile spotted treasures, through 
some imperfection of the net they 
splash back into the wave. That is too 
much of a trial of patience for most 
fishermen to endure, and many a man 
ordinarily correct of speech in such 
circumstances comes to an intensity of 
utterance unjustifiable. 
Therefore no 
good fisherman considers the time 
wasted that is spent in mending his 
net. 
Now, the Bible again and again 
represents Christian workers as fishers 
of men, an i we are all sweeping 
through the sea of humanity some 
kind of a net. 
Indeed, there have been enough nets 
out and enough fishermen busy to have 
landed the v : Ie human race in the 
kingdom of God long before this. 
Wiiat is tile matter? The Gospel is all 
right, and it has been a good time for 
catching soul* for thousands of years. 
Why, then, tile fail.ires? The trouble 
is with the nets, and most of them 
ue >d to be mended. 
I propose to show 
you what is the matter with most of 
th * nets and how to mend them. 
In 
the ti t old Zebedee and his two boys 
J anes and John were doing a good 
thing when they sat in the boat mend­ 
ing their lads. 


N ETS WI LH M ESH ES TOO LARGE. 
The trouble with many of our nets 
Is that the meshes are too large. 
If a 
fish can get his gills and half his body 
through the network he tears and 
rends and works his way out, and 
leaves the place through which he 
squirmed a tangle of broken threads. 
Tile Bible weaves faith and works tight 
together, the law and t he Gospel, right 
eousness and forgiveness. Some of our 
nets have meshes so wide that the sin­ 
ner floats in and out and is not at any 
moment caught for the heavenly land 
ing. 
In our desire to make everything 
so easy w? rcdnx, we loorcn. we widen. 
We let men after they are once in the 
gospel net escape into the world and go 
into indulgences, and swim all around 
Galilee from north side to south side 
and from east side to west side, expect­ 
ing that they will come back again. 
We ought to make it easy for them to 
get into the kingdom of God, and, as 
far as we eau, make it impossible for 
them to get out. 
The poor advice nowadays to many 
is “Ho and do just as you did before 
you were captured forGod and heaven. 
The net was not intended to be any re­ 
straint or any hindrance. 
What you 
did before you were a Christian, do 
now 
Goto all styles of amusement, 
read a ii the styles of books, engage in 
all the styles of behavior as before you 
were converted.” 
And so through 
tlies-a meshes of permission and laxity 
they wriggle out, through this opening 
and that opening, tearing the net as 
they go, and soon all the souls that we 
expected to land in heaven, before we 
know it are back in the deep sea of the 
world. 
Oh, when we go a-gospel fish­ 
ing let us make it as easy as possible 
for souls to get in and as hard as pos­ 
sible to get out. 
Is the Bible language an unmeaning 
verbiage when it talks about self denial 
and keeping the body under, and about 
walking the narrow way and entering 
the strait gate and about carrying the 
cross' Is there to be no way of telling 
whether a man is a Christian except bv 
his taking the communion chalice on 
sacramental day? May a man be as 
reckless about his thoughts, about his 
words, about his temper, about his 
amusements, about his dealings after 
conversion as before conversion? One- 
half the Gospel nets wTith winch we 
have l>een scooping the sea have had 
such wide meshes that they have been 
all torn to pieces by the rushing out 
into the world of those whom a tighter 
net would have kept in. 
Tile only use of a net is to keep the 


oflier means. Alas, 
Christ are so little 
heeded when he said, “Whosoever doth 
not bear his cross and come after me 
cannot be my disciple.” The church is 
fast becoming as bad as the world, and 
when it gets as bad as the world it will 
be worse than the world by so much, as 
it will add hypocrisy of a most appall­ 
ing kind to its other defects. 


EN TA N G LED W ITH O TH ER NETS. 
Furthermore, many of our nets are 
torn to pieces by being entangled with 
other nets. 
It is a sad sight to see fish 
ermen fighting about sea room and 
pulling in opposite directions, each to 
get his net. both nets damaged by the 
struggle and losing all the fish. 
In 
a city like this of more than eight 
hundred thousand, there are at least 
five hundred thousand not in Sab 
bath schools or churches. 
And in 
this land where there are more than 
sixty-four million people, there are at 
least thirty million not in the Sabbath 
schools and churches. 
And in this 
world of more than fourteen hundred 
million people there are at least eight 
hundred million not in schools and 
churches. 
In such an Atlantic ocean 
of opportunity there is room for all the 
nets and all the floats and ail the fish 
ermen and for millions more. 
There should be no rivalry between 
churches. 
Each one does a work pe­ 
culiar to itself. There should be no 
rivalry between ministers. 
God never 
repeats himself, and he never makes 
two ministers alike, and each one has a 
work which no other man in the uni­ 
verse can accomplish. 
If fishermen are 
wise they will not allow their nets to 
entangle; or if they do accidentally get 
intertwisted the work of extrication 
should be kindly and gently conducted. 
What a glad spectacle for men and an­ 
gels when, on our recent dedication 
day, ministers of all denominations 
stood on this platform and wished for 
each other widest prosperity and use- 
fulness. 
But there are cities in this 
i country where there is now going on an 
awful ripping and rending and tearing 
of fishing nets. 
Indeed, all over Chris- 
I tendom at this time there isa great war 
going on between fishermen, ministers 
against ministers. 


YOU CANNOT FIS H AND FIG H T. 
Now I have noticed a man cannot 
fish and fight at the same time. 
He 
either neglects his net or his musket. 
It is amazing how much time some of 
the fishermen have to look after other 
fishermen. 
It is more than I can do to 
take care of my own net. 
You see the 
wind is just right and it is such a good 
time for fishing and the fish are coming 
in so rapidly that I have to keep my 
eye and hand busy. There .are about 
two hundred million souls wanting to 
get into the kingdom of God, and it 
will require all the nets and all the 
boats and all the fishermen of Christen 
dom to safely land them. 
At East Hampton, Long Island, where 
I summer, out on the bluffs some morn­ 
ing we see the flags up, and that is the 
signal for launching out into the deep. 
For a mile the water is tinged with that 
peculiar color that indicates whole 
schools of piscatorial revelry, and the 
beach swarms with men with their 
coats off and their sea caps on, and 
those of us who do not go out on the 
wave stand on the beach ready to re­ 
joice when the boats come back, and 
in our excitement we rush into the j 
water with our shoes on to help get the ■ 
boats up the beach, and we all lay 
hold the lines and pull till we are red 
in the face, and as the living things of 
the deep come tumbling in on the 
sand I cry out, “Captain, how many?'’ 
And he answers, “About fifty thou­ 
sand.” And we shout to the late 
comers, “Hurrah, fifty thousand!” We 
must have an enthusiasm something 
ike that if we are ever to take the hu­ 
man race for God and heaven. 
Aye, 
we ought to have that enthusiasm of 
the beach multiplied a hundred fold, 
and by so much as an immortal soul is 
worth more than a bluefish. 
Oh, brethren of ministry I Let us spend 
our time in fishing instead of fighting. 
But if I angrily jerk my net across your 
net, and you jerk your net angrily 
across mine, we will soon have two 
broken nets and no fish. 
The French 
revolution nearly destroyed the French 
fisheries, and ecclesiastical war is the 
worst thing possible while hauling souls 
into the kingdom. 
I had hoped that 
the millennium was about to dawn, 
but the lion is yet too fond of lamb. 
My friends, I notice in the text that 
James the son of Zebedee and John 
his brother were busy, not mending 
somebody else's nets, but mending 
their own nets, and I rather think that 
we who are engaged in Christian work 
in this latter part of the Nineteenth 
century will require all our spare time 
to mend our own nets. God help us in 
the important duty. 
In this work of reparation we need 
to put into the nets more I breads of ! 
common sense. 
When wto can present ! 
religion as a great practicality we will j 
catch a hundred souls where now we i 
catch one. 
Present religion as an in- ; 
tellectuality and we will fail. 
Out in ; 
the fisheries there are set across the 
waters what are called gill nets, and 
the fish put their heads through the j 
meshes and then cannot withdraw 
them because they are caught by the 
gills. 
But gill nets cannot be of any 
service in religious work. 
Men are 
never caught for the truth by their 
heads; if is by the heart or not at all. 
No argument ever saved a man and no 
keen analysis ever brought a man into 
the kingdom of God. 
Heart work, 
not head work. 
Away with your gill 
nets! Sympathy, helpfulness, consola­ 
tion, love, are the names of some of 
the threads that we need to weave in 
our Gospel nets when we are mending 
them.

Do you know that the world's heart 
is bursting writh trouble, and if you 
could make that world believe that the 
religion of Jesus Chri: t is a soothing 
omnipotence the whole world would 
surrender tomorrow—yea, would sur­ 
render this hour? 
The day before 
James A. Garfield was inaugurated as 
president I was in the ears going from 
Richmond to Washington. 
A gentle­ 
man seated next tome in the cars knew 
me, and we were soon in familiar con­ 
versation. 
It was just after a bereave­ 
ment, and I was speaking to him from 
an overburdened heart about the sor­ 
row I was suffering. 
Looking at his 
! cheerful face I sai l: “I guess you have 
I escaped all trouble. 
I should judge

Th 'n he looked at me with a look I

That was another illustration of the 
fact that no one escapes trouble. Why. I 
that man seated next to you in church 
lias on his soul a weight compared with 
which a mountain is a feather. 
That 
woman seated next to you iii church 
has a grief the recital of which would j 
make your ImkIv. mind and soul shad 
der. 
When you are mending your net for 
this wide, deep sea of humanity take 
out that wire thread of criticism and 
that horsehair thread of harshness, 
and put in a soft silken thread of I 
Christian sympathy. 
Yea, when you 
are mending your nets tear out those 
old threads of gruffness and weave in a 
few threads of politeness and geniality. 
In the houseof God let all the Christian 
faces beam wit Ii a look that means 
I welcome. 
Say “good morning" to the 
stranger as he enters your pew, and at 
the close shake hands with him and 
say, “How did you like the music?” 
Why, you would be to that man a 
panel of the door of heaven; you would 
be to him a note of the doxology that 
seraphs sing when a new soul enters. 
That man is a thousand miles from 
home, and he has just heard by tele­ 
graph that his child is sick with scarlet 
fever, arid his boy at college has got 
into disgrace, and he lias had business 
troubles, and is so homesick he can 
hardly keep from crying. Just one 
won! of brotherly kindness from you 
would lift him into a small heaven. 
I have iii other days entered a pew 
in church, and the woman at the other 
end of the pew looked at me as much 
as to say, “ How dan* you ? This is my 
pew, and I pay the rent for it,.” Well. 
I crouched iii the other comer and 
made myself as small as possible and 
felt as though I had been stealing some­ 
thing. 
So there are people who have 
a sharp edge to their religion, aud they 
act as though they thought most peo­ 
ple had been elected to be damned and 
they were gl;ul of it. Oil, let us brighten 
up our maimer und appear in utmost 
gentleman Ii ness or ladyhood. 


AVOID ABRU PTNESS. 
The object in fly fishing is to throw 
the fly far out, and then let it drop 
gently down and keep it gently rising 
and falling with the waters, and not 
plunge it like a man-of-war's anchor; 
and abruptness and harshness of man 
tier must lie avoided in our attempt at 
usefulness. 
I know a man iii New 
York who is more sunshiny and genial 
when he has dyspepsia than when he i 
not suffering from that depressing 
trouble. 
I have found out his secret. 
When he starts out in the morning will 
such depression lie asks for social 
grace to keep from snapping up any 
body that day. and puts forth addi 
tionul determination to bt* kindly and 
genial, and by the help of God la* ac­ 
complishes it 
Many of our net.- need 
to In* mended in these respects, the 
black threads and tho rough threads 
taken out, and the bri rht tUrea I and 
the golden threads of Christian g mal 
ity woven in. 
In addition to this, we need to mend 
our nets with wore threads of p a tie n c e . 
It is no rare thing for a fish mum to 
spend one whole day before in* eau 
take a St. Lawrence pike or an Ohio 
salmon or a Long Islam! pickerel or a 
Cayuga black bass, or a Delaware cat­ 
fish, and he does that day after day 
without 
particular 
discouragement. 
But what a lack of patience if we do 
not immediately succeed iii soul catch­ 
ing. 
We are apt to give it up and say, 
“I will never try again.” Into all our 
nets we need to weave all along ti e 
edge, and all through the center, pre r, 
long, stout threads 
ok Christian pa­ 
tience. 
How patient God has been 
with us! Can we not l>e patient with 
our fellows? I had presented me from 
Scotland a few days ago an ornament­ 
ed inkstand, the wooded parts of which 
were made from a piece of a tree cut 
down by Mr. Gladstone, at Hawarden, 
and sent by him to Scotland by re­ 
quest. 
The incident reminded me of the fact 
that a woman who had long been on 
Mr. Gladstone’s estate had a way­ 
ward boy, and in her despair she asked 
Mr. Gladstone to take the boy in hand. 
While prime minister of England, with 
all the mighty affairs of the kingdom 
in his hand, lie took that boy in his 
study and counseled him, and then 
knelt down and prayed with him, and 
the boy was saved. 
If we all had 
hearts of sympathy like that, what 
would be to us impossible? “Is it not 
delightful that I can sing so well?” said 
Jenny Lind in a burst of joy that she 
could help others. 
“Is it not delight­ 
ful that I can sing so well?” And might 
we not all say in thankfulness to God. 
“Is it not delightful that we can syne 
pathize with others and encourage 
others and help others and save others 


T H E T H R E A D O F FA ITH . 
Again, in mending our nets we need 
also to put in the threads of faith and 
tear out all the tangled meshes of un 
belief. 
Our work is successful accord 
ing to our faith. 
Tho man who be­ 
lieves in only half a Bible, or the Bible 
in spots; the man who thinks he can­ 
not persuade others; the man who 
halts, doubting about this and doubt 
ing about that, will be a failure in 
Christian work. 
Show me the man 
who rather thinks that the garden of 
Eden may have been an allegory, and 
is not quite certain but that there may 
be another chance after death, and 
does not know whether or not the Bible 
is inspired, and I tell you that man for 
soul saving is a poor stick. 
Faith in 
God and in Jesus (.’brist, and the Holy 
Ghost, and the absolute necessity of a 
regenerated heart iii order to see God 
in peace, is one thread you must have 
in your mended net or you will never 
be si successful fisher for men. 
Why. 
how can you doubt? 
The hundreds of millions of men arid 
women now standing in the church on 
earth and the hundreds of millions in 
heaven sir1.: J the power of this Gospel 
to sit vc. 
Wit Ii more than the certainty 
of si mat bemar iesil demonstration let 
us start out to redeem sill nations. The 
rottenest thread that you are to tesir 
out of your net is unbelief, and the 
most important thread that you sire to 
put in it is faith. 
Faith in God, tri­ 
umphant faith, everlasting faith. 
If 
you cannot trust tie* infinite, the holy, 
the omnipotent Jcl to vail, who csin you 
trust ? 
Oh, this important work of mending 
our nets! 
lf we could get our nets 
right we would accomplish more in 
soul saving in the next year than we 
have in the hist twenty years. 
But 
where shall we tot them mended? Just 


where old Zebedee and his two boys be caught? 
mended their nets—where you are. 
“James, why don’t you put your oar 
in Lake Galilee, or hoist your sail and 
land at Capernaum or Tiberias or Ga- 
dara, and, seated on tile bsink, mend 
your net? 
John, why don't you go 
ashore and mend your net ? 
No; they sat on the gusirds of the 
boat, or at the prow of the boat, or in 
the stem of the t>oat, and they took up 
the thread and the needle, and the 
ropes and the wooden blocks, and went 
to work; sewing, sewing; tying, tying;
